The decision was reached 
simpiÿ as the result of a compromise, and 
with the understanding that it should nor 
prejudice tho claims of women in tho fu­ 
ture or establish a precedent for future 
conferences to follow. 
But by tho same j 
vote by which the women wore given seats 
the conference also decided to submit to 
the annual conferences a proposed amend­ 
ment to « the constitution providing that 
hereafter all general conference delegates 
shall be over 25 years of age, and that they 
shall have been members of the Methodist 
church for at least live years prior to their 
election 
Go es Ha ck to t he Conference*. 
It also provides that no conference shall 
bo debarred from at least one ministerial 
and one lay delegate. 
This constitution­ 
al amendment is to be submitted to the 
annual conferences and must receive a 
three-fourths vote to be adopted. 
The 
amendment Is construed to mean that 
women as well as men will he eligible as 
lay delegates, the w >rd “ laymen” not be­ 
ing used. 
The members of tho committee 
on eligibility who signed tho compromise

Mr. Crisp A d m it* Tlmt G old I* th e 8 ta nil- 
aril of V a lue. 
In his Atlanta debat« with « Secretary 
Smith ex-Speakt r Crisp attempted to 
answer the objection of the sound 
money advocates against the 50 cent 
dollar by saying: 
“ 1 tell you, my 
fri. nds, that I do not want the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver unless the 
bullion in a silver dollar is worth as 
much its the bullion in a gold dollar. 
All this rot about cheap money is a sub­ 
terfuge of those who are interested in 
maintaining tlie dearest kind of money. ” 
Mr. Crisp has for years been cla m ­ 
oring for free silver on the ground that 
gold has increased in value and is too 
scarce and dear to serve as money, and 
has urged the necessity 
of 
having 
“ cheaper money for the people” as 
against dear money for the bankers. 
Yet he now says that lie only wants free 
coinage under the condition that the 
bullion in a silver dollar shall be worth 
a dollar in gold. 
This is exactly what 
Thomas J efferson favored when ho ad­ 
vised that the ratio between gold and 
silver l*e fixed as nearly as possible at 
the commercial va lueof the two metals. 
It is what the Ijelievers in an honest 
dollar have always insisted on. 
A free 
coinage law which should put a hun­ 
dred cents’ worth of silver m each dol­ 
lar would not injuriously affect our pres­ 
ent sound financial syst« m. 
But what becomes of Mr. Crisp’s 
promise that under free silver the p e o­ 
p le would h a v e cheap money? If a gold 
d< liar is too dear to be used to measure 
v a lu e s , how would a silver dollar which 
is worth just as much be any cheaper? 
The commercial value of silver is now 
about J O to 1. If Mr. Crisp is honest in 
saying that he wants the bullion in a 
silver dollar to be worth as much aw the 
bullion in a gold dollar, lie would have 
to coin the two metals in a 80 toi ratio. 
How would that shatter tho hated 
money jiower? 
Mr. Crisp warned hiw Atlanta hearers 
against tin' people who 
a r e interested in 
maintaining the dearest kind of money. 
When he talks of coining silver dollars 
with a bullion value equal to a gold 
dollar, does 
h e not admit that gold is 
the standard and that he wants to 


h a v e our silver money just as valuable 
as gold? 


T he MUnotirl Mad nos*. 
The Missouri Democratic platform de­ 
mands the “ free and unlimited coinage 
of silver and gold” “ at the ratio of 18 
to 1, without w a iting for tho action or 
approval of any other government.” 
It resin this demand on the assertion 
that “ from the beginning of the govern­ 
ment, following a policy formulated by 
Thomas J efferson and lirmly established 
by J ackson, the Democratic party has 
been the party of bimetallism. ” 
But 
what are the t'ayts? 
TÎ ig bimetallism of J efferson and 
J ackson was based upon a coinage ratio 
representing tho ratio of actual value, 
TiU' silver and gold dollars they favored 
were worth tho same. 
Tho bimetallism 
of tho Missouri convention proposes sil­ 
ver dollars worth about one half a gold 
dollar each. Tho bimetallism of Democ­ 
racy was honest. The bimetallism of the 
Missouri platform proposes a swindle oi 
50 p< r cent. 
Under « xisting restrictions we have 
tho larg- st and best bimetallism ever 
known ri any country. 
We are using 
silv* r e q u a lly with gold and m or e large­ 
ly than aey c ou n t r y in the world ever 
did when » 
gold at all. And w e are 
ke* ping all i .* 
silver dollars on a par 
with gold . 
What the Missouri conven­ 
tion pro} > si b is that we shall abolish 
the restrictions that have thus made bi­ 
metallism possible, abandon the use of 
gold, reduce the value of money one- 
half, cheat all creditors, public and pri­ 
vate, cut down the purchasing power of 
wages and substitute a cheap dollar 
monometallism for the honest dollar bi­ 
metallism we have. 
If there is any method in this mad­ 
ness, it is the method of men bent upon 
the ruin of their party.—New York

T. McCleaiy 
of Minnesota “ against unrestricted coin­ 
age of silver,” which is the most thor­ 
ough, entertaining and convincing dis­ 
cussion t>f the silver question w e have 
s< en. 
Every asj>*ct of the question is 
presented. 
est believer in free coinage is patiently 
examined and demolished. 
Tim vice of 
the free coinage advocate, it is shown, 
is that he picks his facts, ignoring such 
as do not favor his argument. 
Ho does 
not see the whole truth, but only ho 
much of it as suits his purpose. 
The 
Kilveritc begins usually with the sta te­ 
ment that there has been a ruinous full 
of prices, beginning with 1878, when 
silver dollars were excluded from free 
coinage, and that the decline of prices 
was due to the exclusion of silver. 
But 
if he would consider the history of 
prices before 18 7 8 he would find that 
the recent decline began in i 8 6 0. 
Tho 
fall lietween 18 6 5 and 18 7 8 w a s larger 
than that between 18 7 8 and the present 
time, though the mint was then open 
to silver. 
But this was not the first 
]w riod of low prices during the present 
century. In the period from 
18 18 to 
18 52, whib* the mint was open to sil­ 
ver, there was a fall in average prices 
practically the same as that which has 
taken pla ce since 18 78. 
The price of silver before 
18 7 8 did 
not decline along with that of other 
commodities, as it has « lone since 18 7 8 . 
►Silver was not then their faithful com­ 
panion, hut held itself aloof from the 
general tumble. Between 1 hod and 18 6 5 
then* was a tremendous fall, followed 
by a tremendous rise of prices of com­ 
modities, but silver hardly varied. An« *, 
there is not now—more than 
Ixfoie 
18 7 8—any connection between tin* price 
of silver and the price of other things. 
The decline of prices has not, how­ 
ever, been universal. It has been larg« in 
articles worked by machinery,as textiles, 
minerals, manufactures, et<*., but it has 
not been large, as a rule, in products of 
agriculture, tropical products, animal 
and fish pro« luets, etc. 
The reduction of 
transportation 
rates has lowered the 
price of wheat phenomenally at the 
points of consumption, as in the east 
and in England, but the price obtained 
by the farmer of the northwest has not 
been materially changed. 
Beef, butter, 
eggs and similar articles have not fol­ 
lowed th<* downward course of silv« -r, 
even at tlie points of consumption. There 
is one commodity which is dealt in, 
bought and sold, more universally and 
in greater volume, it in a v he said, than 
ail others put together—labor. If it has 
n<»t fa lhn in price, it is folly to say that 
there lias been “ a gem ral fa ll of prices 
—due to the demonetization of silver.” 
And it has not fallen. Oil the contrary, 
wages hav« 4 advanced, and the wag* s of 
1890, with silver demonetized, « xcmled 
by 5 8 pm* «•« lit th« * “ bim eta llic” wages 
of 1860. In purchasing power tie* wag* s 
of toda y« xceed those of tin* earlier peri 
od by 72 per cent. 
Much is made by silverites of Fr* n«*h 
bimetallism, but Mr. Met’leary shows 
that Franc« ' did not, by hi r law of 1 8 0 8, 
as a matter of fact, “ sustain for 7 0 
years In r legal ratio of 15!tt to 1” as 
the commercial ratio of tin* world. The 
price lluetuated, notwithstanding the 
law. Nor did Franc« * ever have the con­ 
current circulation of silver and gold. 
From 1820 to 1850 France had only sil­ 
ver ami from 
18 50 to 1865 only gold 
coin in circulation. 
It was not the 
French legal ratio that kept the commer­ 
cial ratio near 15 h, to 1 from is 08 to 
1878. 
In concluding his telling sp<'« x*h Mr. 
McDleary, him self a protectionist, de­ 
nounce« ! the Pennsylvania protecti « >1 lists 
who art' going in for th« ' free coinage of 
silver because th« *v may thus reduce 
American wages to the level in Mexico, 
J apan and other countries on the silver 
basis. —Baltinuuv Sun.

Wh( 11 ho was pron oun ced d ead 
to all in ten ts an d purp* ses, he was bur­ 
ied in a gard en an d a high wall built 
aroun d the grav e. Guard s we re station ­ 
ed on the wall so that in terferen ce or 
d eception would be impossible. 
Four 
mon ths later Hari was exhumed accord ­ 
in g to agreemen t, an d after a few min ­ 
utes of v igorous rubbin g of his bod y by 
frien d s he open ed his eyes mid an hour 
later ho was well an d able to walk. 
The fakir was clean shav en when burn d , 
an d is said to hav e come out ot the 
grav e in the same shape, a fact which is 
cited to prov e that v itality must hav e 
been completely suspen d ed .—»St. Louis 
Republic.

pated in man y battles, there n ev er was 
a time when , in my opin ion , some way 
could n ot hav e boon foun d of prev en tin g 
the d rawin g of the sword . 
I look for­ 
ward to an epoch when a court recog­ 
n ized by all pation s will settle in ter­ 
n ation al d ifferen ces in stead of keepin g 
large stan d in g armies, as they d o in Eu­ 
rope. ’ ’

The F iddler Crab In W inter qua rter» . 
In win ter, when the surface of the 
groun d in which it is accustomed to 
burrow may become frozen or cov ered 
with ice, the fid d ler crab bores d eep in ­ 
to the mud or san d an d stays un til 
sprin g. The black or mud fid d ler fairly 
rid d les the mead ow ban ks alon g the 
salt creeks. It bores in , usually horizon ­ 
tally, an d it may Ik: as far as six or 
eight feet from the face of the ban k, 
an d then d own in to the mud at v arious 
an gles un til it gets below the lev el of 
the tid e, which rises an d falls through 
the loose mud , in the fid d ler crab’s bur­ 
row. 
There are myriad s of the black 
fid d lers, an d they so hon eycomb the 
ban k that sometimes un d er the ad d ed 
weight of ice gathered up- 11 the t* p of 
it the ban k breaks d own .—New York 
Sun .

From what 
she sa ys in the letter I gather that the 
d an ce must hav e become fashion able in 
1811, certain ly in 16 12. In an other 1* t - 
t* r. of d ate Jan . 2, 1814, to Sir William 
Elford , Miss Mitford giv es the v ersos 
on 
the waltz attributed t > L< rd Byron . She 
says that they are by a Six Hen ry Hu­ 
gh field : 
Whnt, the pir' I adore by another orr.brncod! 
"Vhat, the balm <4 her breath .'hall another 
man tusit ! 
What, pr> <*-»*u in the whirl by another’s bold 
knee! 
What, panting , reclined on another thnn me! 
Sir, she’» yours; you hav e brushed from tin 
g rape it» soft blue; 
From the rosebud you’v e shaken the trernn 
lous dew. 
What you hav e touched you may take. Pretty 
, waltz* r, adieu! 
Tliis is s' mewbat d ifferen t from that 
giv en on page 378 of the work.

led with great caution . 
It is largely

also useful for packin g pipes an d man y 
other purposes. Men who work in it use 
sticks an d v arious implemen ts for han ­ 
d lin g it, takin g care n ot tot* uch it.

In 1840 an d for man y years afterward 
lacmbers of the Royal acad emy were 
allowed an atten d an t on v arn ishin g 
d ay- to clean their palette or wash their 
brushes, etc.. an d my father, Charles 
Robert Leslie, n early always took me 
with him n i that capacity, both to the 
old Somerset H* use rooms an d after­ 
ward to the n ew t in s in Trafalgar 
square, win 11 1 was old en ough to en joy 
watchin g Turn er, Stan field an d other 
arrwts at work. In those good old times 
am sts’ oil colors wire ¡ill tied up in to 
n*» at little balls of pig’s blad d er by old 
Brown of 163 High Holborn . 
Metal 
tubes were, 1 thin k, first used about 
1640, but my father an d some other art­ 
ists con tin ued to use the old fashion ed 
blad d ers un til 1646, un d er the id ea that 
the metal might act in juriously upon 
certain pigmen ts. 
Some artists, 
howev er, 
then kept 
man y colors in the form of powd er in 
wid e mouthed bottles, grin d in g on ly as 
much as they required each d ay in oil. 
John Con stable was particularly fon d 
of keepin g his colors in this way, an d 
had a huge store of them in his pain t­ 
in g room, 
especially of the v arious 
ochers an d man y shad es of ultramarin e 
an d lov ely grays kn own as ultramarin e 
ash. Con stable, I susjiect, picked up the 
rud imen ts of pain tin g from his early 
frien d , John Dun thorn , a house pain ter 
at East Bergholt, afterward his assist­ 
an t in Lon d on , an d con sequen tly kn ew 
as much, if n ot more, of the practical 
techn ic of his art as most men of his 
d ay.—Temple Bar.
